Judge Ready to Decide,

day and the judge expressed himself as ready 
to decide the case in favor of the complainant. 

Mrs. Rogers, whose home is in Milwaukee, 
Wis., brought suit some months ago to re- 
cover $30,000 worth of property which she 
claimed representatives of the National City 
bank and the Wauwausee Inn company co- 
erced her into giving them under threats of 
sending her grandson to the penitentiary. 
They claimed young Storke, who is not yet 
21 years old, had swindled the bank out of 
$30,000 through a stock and bond trans- 
action. 


Says She Was Frightened. 

Among the defendants named in the bill of 
complaint are William A. Bither, G. L. Wire, 
and L. H. Grimme. Mrs. Rogers said she was 
so frightened by the assertions of the three 
men that her grandson was bound for the 
penitentiary that she signified her wiling- 
ness to do all in her power to make good his 
alleged indebtedness to the bank.

Mrs. MeCulloch Voices Senti- 
ment at Banquet to Pro- 
gressive Solons. 


HISS MDERMOTT’S NAME. 


B. F. Harris Says Congressman 
Should Be Off Committee 
on Agriculture. 


“The most important work of the next 
seasion of the legislature is to pass laws en- 
abling women te gain full suffrage, for with- 
out the full rights how cam we ever elect you 
men to once? 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch asked 
the question last night at the banquet given 
by the Chicago Progressive club to the Pro- 
gressives of the legislature. 

Mrs. McCulloch was cheered by 400 men 
and women when she arose to respond to the 
introduction of Toastmaster Charles E. Mer- 
riam. 

These men,” she warned, have done 
much for us, but they should be patient with 
us. Don't try to make every woman a Pro- 
gressive. Remember that if all the women 
turn Progressive the other two powers will 
combine against us. They say that our ances- 
tor, the Republican party, is dead, but an- 
cestors have a very annoying habit of being 
very much alive when the heirs are squab- 
bling over the estate.“ 


Jones Denounces Jokers. 

State Senator Walter Clyde Jones told of 
how some of the bills were handled in the two 
houses and denounced the careless methods 
by which unthinking legislators introduced 
bills that contained sugar coated jokers.

MADE ACROSS LAKE 


"Aviator ‘Jack’ Vilas Soars with 


Passenger from St. Joseph, 
Mich., to Grant Park. 


Bra ves Dangerous Winds and 
Makes Trip in Hour and 
34 Minutes. 


Aviator Jack Vilas flew across Lake 


Michigan yesterday from St. Joseph, Mich. 
to Grant park in his flying boat, with a pas- 
senger, covering the sixty-four miles in 1 
hour and $4 minutes. It was the first time 
an aviator has crossed Lake Michigan. 
Win William Bastar, manager of the 
Whitcomb hotel of Benton Harbor) as his 
passenger, Vilas left Michigan at 2:41 o'clock. 
At 4 o'clock the crowds along Michigan ave- 

nue and in Grant park watching the Olympic 
games saw a black speck in the sky far over 
the lake. A few mifiutes later the air boat 
was in plain sight, going smoothly. 

After circling over the park the boat made 
a swoop toward thecwater and after clearing 
the government pier by a few yards it plunged 
into the water and rode easily inside the 
lagoon. Immediately the aviator and his 
craft were surrounded by launches and small 
boats from the yacht clubs, while congratu- 
lations were extended to Vilas and Bastar 
and the crowds on the shore sent up cheer 
after cheer. , 

Held Back by Air Currents. 

Vilas then drove his boat to the land, where 
a number of relatives were waiting for it. 

“If it hadn’t been for some dangerous air 
currents about half way over,“ he said, I 
would have made it in an hour or less. We 
kept about 4,000 feet in the air and never be- 
low 2,500. It was a fine trip and the weather 
was perfect, except for the air currents we 
ran into. I managed to get away from them 
and could have kept on going quite a while 
longer had it been necessary. -If the 
weather continues favorableI shall make the 
return trip, and I hope to do it in leas than 
an hour. There was never a time when I 
even thought of making a stop.“

ASK FOR 
GARBAGE DETAILS 


Their City Club Bids Mayor and 
Aldermen Explain Three 
Years’ Dallying. 


TRASH TO BE COLLECTED. 


Harrison Makes Plea for Letting 
Contract to Reduction Com- 
pany Plant. 


The Woman's City club had a long discus- 
sion yesterday of the garbage question which 
has been thrown around the city hall since 
Dec. 9, 1911. This is the first meeting of an 
active woman’s organization on a municipal 
question since the equal suffrage act became 


effective. 

Miss Mary McDowell of the University of 
Chicago settlement was the leader in the de- 
bate. The women decided on six questions 
they would like to have the mayor or the al- 
dermen answer. 


Here Are Questions. 
The questions are: 

1—Since the Woman's City club and 
other organizations began agitating the 
garbage question three years ago, why is 
it no nearer solution? 

Why is it that the very good report 
of the commission appointed by Mayor 
Harrison, on which was the commis- 
sioner of public works and the health com- 
missioner, never had any attention paid 
to it? . 

Why is it three times contractors 
have found it impossible to bid on speci- 
fications for the erection of a new reduc- 
tien plant? 

Why is it a site for a reduction plant 
was selected which was in litigation at 
the time and could not be legally used 
for that purpose? 

S—Why is it the commissioner of public 
works after two years’ agitating the gar- 
bage ouestion announces, according to the 
newspaper quotations, the city does not 
have to collect garbage anyway any more 
than the cify has to furnish potatoes and 
groceries to households? 

@—Why is it Mayor Harrison within 
eight weeks otAne expiration of the con-

LONDON, July 1.-Fighting between the 
Greeks and Servians on the one side and the 
Bulgarians on the other was still proceeding 
today all along the line from Istip to Eleu- 
thera, according to a dispatch from Sofia.

MILK’S NEED OF ICE. 

HE Rochester certitied milk commis- 
sion was frequently told that the 
certified milk had soured, The par- 
ents had paid a double price for certi- 
fied milk because they wanted their 

babies to have a good chance, and the milk 
commission certified that this milk was 
clean, cold, and fresh, and preached that the 
way to give the baby a chance was to feed 
it clean, cold, fresh milk. 

Lhe commissioners felt that they were 
being accused, even that they Were being 
accused unjustly; but they were not pre- 
pared to clear their skirts. Dr. Williams 
thought he could find out. He went labor- 
iously to work studying especially the cost 
of milk production, the cost of distribution, 
and means of lessening each. 

He found that a spoiling cost a great deal 
and that, in the end, the cost came on the 
consumer. This study led him into the sub- 
ject of ice, its cost of production and of dis- 
tribution. . 


~o- 

He found that many babies got sick in hot 
weather because the milk spoiled after the 
milkman had delivered it. In practically 
all of the homes of middle class people the 
milk remained in the sun from the time of 
delivery until getting up time. Of the 
wealthy homes about four-fifths had some 
form of milk box for the milkman to leave 
the milk in. 

In ho home, in basement, cellar, garret, or 
mansion, was the temperature of the pantry 
or any other portion of. the house cool 


August heat. He found many people pay- 
ing a good price for milk, and then losing 
the advantage of it by not keeping it cool. 
The refrigerators in use did not make a 
good showing. They were poorly insulated. 
Most of the effect of the ice was lost, ani 
the temperature was ofttimes too high dor 
the proper keeping of milk. Finally, to, 
many people the = of ice was prohibitive. 


In investigating the | cost of ice he found 
that ice could be housed for about 40 cents 
a ton, The shrinkage was about 40 per 
cent. Whether it was natural or artificial 
ice, the product could be put on the wagon 
for less than a dollar a ton. The wagon 
charge and the overhead, including profits, 
were several times as much as the cost of 
storing and keeping. 

Dr. Williams’ point was that, if, by a prop- 
er system of distribution, crossing of routes 
was eliminated, the wagon charge was re- 
duced, and ice could be made cheap enough 
for poor people to buy it, whereupon the 
babies of the poor could drink fresh milk iu 
summer.

REAT is the sensation which has been 
ereated throughout the Levant by the 
“public execution by hanging at Con- 
gtantinople of Gen. Salih Damad 
Pasha, a nephew of the present sultan 

and ot his predecessor on the throne, Abdul 
Hamid. 

If he was thus sent to the gallows, to which 
his dead body was left suspended for twenty- 
four hours, as a lesson to evildoers, it was 
because he had been proved guilty by court 
martial of having instigated the murder of 
Mahmoud Shevket Pasha, the grand vizier, 
who was shot down while driving through 
the streets of Stamboul in his automobile. 


of the pasha, was found in the pocket of one 
of the actual perpetrators of the shooting on 
his being searched after capture. and this 
led to disclosures which left no doubt as to 
the guilt of Salih Damad. 

A whole string of people implicated in the 
crime, some two dozen in number, were 
hanged at the same time and to the same 


gallows,

This is by no means the first time that a 
member of the reigning house has been put 
to death at Constantinople. Indeed, in former 
times the sultans were wont to take the lives 
of as many of their kinsmen as possible, for 
self-protection, but the killing was always 
done in private, either by means of strang- 
ling with a silken bowstring or else with 
poisoned coffee. This, though, is the first 
occasion of any one of them being consigned 
to the ignominy of the public gallows. 

Salih was the sorf-in-law of the late Prince 
Ahmet Kemal Eddine, the third brother of 
the present sultan. That prince had an only 
daughter, Sultana Munia, who, with the 
rank of imperial highness, was married in 
1907 to Gen. Salih Pasha.

It may be recalled that another of the 
Damads—namely;: Mahmound Pasha, hus- 
band of the imperial Princess Seniha—was 
obliged to fly from Ccnstantinople some 
twelve years ago in order to escape imprison- 
ment for having been concerned in a revolu- 
tionary conspiracy against his brother-in- 
law, Sultan Abdul Hamid. He died in exile 
at Brussels.

crown prince to his younger brother, Alex-

The father of King Peter, the late Prinee 
Alexander Karageorgevitch, was, while re- 
siding in Hungary, declared by the courts of 
that country to be guilty of instigating the 
assassination of Michael Obrenovitch, ruler 
of Ser via, at Belgrade, in June, 1868.

The only one of her rela- 
tives who defied King Leopold and insisted 
upon seeing her whenever she left like H was 
King Albert's mother, the Countess of Flan- 
ders, who died last year and who was the 
empress’ sister-in-law. 

King Albert has declined to have anything 
whatsoever to do with the administration or 
gare of his aunt's great fortune, which has 
been placed, with the consent and approval 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, in the hands of 
the head of the princely house of Ligne. 

The emperor's interest in the matter is due 
to the fact that Charlotte of Mexico is still, 
as the widow of his brother, Maximilian, an 
Austrian archduchess and a member of the 
reigning house of Austria.

Extension of Labor War Will Af 


fect at Least 28,000 
More Workers. 


Labor troubles affecting 28,000 construc- 
tion workers and more than $30,000,000 worth 
of property, which have tied up building 
operations in Chicago for two weeks, threat- 
en to spread to other industries. Unless the 
trouble is settled within ten days the Build- 
ing ‘Material interests, comprising those 
firms who furnish supplies and material to 
contractors, will declare a lockout on their 
employés. 6 a 

This action will affect more than 20,000 
men. At a meeting of the Building Material 
interests in the Hotel La Salle yesterday a 
resolution indorsing the action of the Build- 
ing Construction Employers’ association was 
adopted. The material men declared they 
would support the employers in the lockout 
and if necessary discharge their own em- 
ployés in order to force the Building Trades 
council to call off several minor building 
strikes. 


Here’s the Resolution. 

The resolution passed at the meeting says: 

Conditions in the building industry for the 
Past several years have been very unsatis- 
factory on account of numerous strikes upon 
buildings, principally on account of many 
jurisdictiona! disputes between labor unions. 
These disputes have caused innumerable and 
almost continuous strikes upon the building. 
interests in general, thereby causing serious 
fimancia! loss to builders, employers, own- 
ers, and ourselves. 

Resolved, therefore, That we approve the 
action of the Building Construction Employ- 
ers’ ‘association in the present difficulty and 
extend to it our hearty support and sympa- 
thy in its efforts to obtain for the building lin- 
terest of Chicago and the general public bet- 
ter and more satisfactory conditions in the 
building line, and, 

Resolved. That, in the event of not set- 
tlement being arrived: at within a period of 
ten days, the material interests take such 
action as they may deem necessary to bring 
about a speedy adjustment of the matter.“

Strout farm agency for an injunction re- 
straining the Rural Publishing company 
from publishing threats to expose the plain- 
tiff’s business methods and from writing let- 
ters to the firm’s customers. 

While editors are not exempt from the

That is an admifable purpose in 
a newspaper. The refusal of the plaintiff's 
advertising long’ before this controversy be-

LABORATR preparations are under way 
way for the military maneuvers starting 
in Grant park and lasting from J uly 4 to 
13. By authority of the war department 
and of the military authorities of IIIi- 

nois, Wisconsin, and Missouri there will be a 
joint camp and practice march participated in 
by cavalry of the regular army ef Illinois, Mis- 
sourl, and Wisconsin and by a company of Illi- 
nois National guard signal troops, in all about 
1,100 mounted men and a wagon train of sixty 
wagons.

Utilizing a Town Lot. 

I know of a family of four who earn money 
at home in this way: They live in a little 
houge in the heart of Chicago, which is on the 
end of the lot, and they have about sixty-five 
feet of ground in front of the house. They 
wanted to make some money at home, so ong 
year ago this spring they plotted out the groun 
in the front of the house and made a kitchen 
garden, planting in it the following: One bed 
of cabbage, ohe of carrots, one of parsnips, one 
of radishes, one of lettuce, and one of beets. 
All around the edge they plated rhubarb, cu- 
cumbers, and tomatoes. They have plenty of 
vegetables for themselves and three neighbors 
buy regularly from them, paying them just the 
same price as the stores in the neighborhood 
charge. They know they get better goods for 
the. same money. Now the prices have gone 
so high in the stores that the carrots, parsnips, 
and other vegetables are done up in nice, neat’ 
bundles and sell at from 3 to 5 cents, and a 
head of lettuce goes with it. This year so far 
they count thirty customers and are now plan- 
ning to rent the lot next door, so that they can 
plant a greater variety and more of some things. 
They have parsley also, which sells at 3 cents 
for a nice big bunch.

Methodist Ministers 
Discuss Modern Drama. 


HE modern drama was the subject of a 
more than four hour discussion yesterday 

by the Postgraduate club of Rock River 
conference, composed of sixty Methodist 
ministers. 

The meeting was held in the Morgan Park 
Methodist Episcopal church.. The principal ad- 
dresses were delivered by the Rev. F. O. Beck, 
pastor of the Church of the Covenant, Evans- 
ton, on the subject, The Modern Drama As an 
Interpreter of Christian Standards of Life,” and 
by the Rev. Martin E. Cady, pastor of the West 
Pullmay church, on the subject, Bernard Shaw, 
the Man, and His Message.” 
This is the second discussion on the drama 
recently held by Methodist ministers. The 
first was held in the Western Avenue Metho- 
dist church a few weeks ago and centered in the 
“Pageant of Darkness and Light.” The Rev. 
J. Hastie Odgers, who gained the decision from 
the judges by upholding the Christian influence 
of the pageant in the Western Avenue church 
debate, is president of the Postgraduate club 
and presided at the meeting in Morgan Park 
yesterday.

“The modern drama approximates Christian 
standards of interpreting life,“ Dr, Beck said, 
“in that it studies humanity, is a drama of 


It shifts interest from the improbable to the 
probable. It exhibits a new and holy interest 
in truth. Every movement toward the vital and 
the real approximates Christ. 

“The modern drama shows a new interest in 
sex relations. The old drama ended in mar- 
riage, the new begins there, 

“To be sure the sex problem has been served 
up to us in as many shapes as the proverbial 
egg. It has been shirred, roasted, poached. 
deviled, served in Omelet, fried on one side 
only and with ham. But the essence of the 
matter is here. There is no immoral subject 
for a drama per se. Only in its treatment lies 
the basis for ethical judgment, It is immoral 
if it clouds the consciousness of those inva- 
riable laws of life which say to a man, Thou 
shalt not,’ Thou shall.’ It is moral if true, 
The one unpardonable sin is for a dramatist to 
lie about his characters. The test of his truth- 
fulness consists in whether he leads the read- 
er to generalize falsely in regard to life in the 
large from the specific circumstances of the 
drama. 

“The modern drama fails as an interpreter 
of Christian standards of life in a wrong esti- 
mate of the power of the human will and in 


its failure to appreciate the idealism ot 
Christ.”

Dr. Beck called the drama by Vaughan 


Moody entitled The Great Divide,“ the 
greatest play thus far produced in America,” 
and Kennedys The Servant in the House” as 
the. “‘ greatest religious allegory written since 
‘Pilgrim's Progress.“ 
“For six weeks I have eaten. slept with, 
drank, read, and gone to church with Shaw,” 
Dr. Cady said. “I have read most of his plays 
and most of the books about him, Sometimes 
I felt that I was following a great prophet 
and could walk with a safe tread, and some- 
times I felt that a great vampire-was sapping 
all my reverence. In either case I was tre- 
mendously impressed with his personality.”

“The modern drama,” said the Rev. T. R. 
Green of Woodstock, “deals in the symptoms 
of the age. If the minister is to diagnose 
the world's disease in order to heal it, he must 
understand these symptoms.” 
“From these discussions of the drama it 
must not be supposed that because we see 
value in the drama we ministers approve of 
every play put upon the stage,” said the Rev.

I think the main trouble in fighting the high 
cost of living is in marketing. I have been 
married four years and think I have success- 
fully learned how to order. The first year I 
knew little about cooking and nothing about 
ordering. My husband was earning $18 per 
week and we saved nothing, barely making it 
cover our Iiving expenses. As we live in a 
small town there was no reason for our not 
saving something except ignorance. 

First I learned the cuts of meat, buying the 
cheaper cuts, and, with the aid of a meat 


Then I no longer order by telephone or in small 


quantities. We buy our canned goods by the 
dozen, Sugar, etc., in large sacks. Then last 
but not least I have learned to do my own 


1 thus doing away with the delicatessen 
shop. 

My husband is now earning $25 per week and 
we are living on much less than his first salary, 
and now have a nice little sum laid up for a 
rainy day. Mrs. D. B. 


How Woman ‘Adds to Income. 


Brother and I and our two nephews are liv- 
ing well and saving some on his $60 per month 
and what I can add to it; We are giving a 
home to and educating two nephews, 12 and 14 
years old, I do all my own baking and make 
white, graham, rye, nut, and salt rising bread. 
Bread and butter is not common food when I 
bake my bread turn about. We use little meat, 
not oftener than twice each week. Eggs cooked 
in many different ways, cheese, vegetables, 
fruit, and plenty of nice milk and cookies for 
my boys. One neighbor is glad to do my Wash- 
ing and cleaning for a little help with her sew- 
‘ing and fitting, Which takes but little of my 
time. During the school year I give Saturday 
afternoons and evenings to helping high-school 
pupils in algebra, and often during the week 
from 7 to 9 eighth grade pupils come in for 
help, For this work I get 20 cents per hour. I 
read four hours each week to two invalids.

A cat which falls or springs from a height 
always manages to fall on its feet. Although 
it is one of the common sights of everyday 
life there is a mystery in the performance, 
and French scientists have gone carefully into 
it. The wapderful feat is made possible by 
the way in Which the muscles of the cat are 
arranged and the quickness of the cat's in- 
stinct for bringing them into play. 

Scientists who have been making experi- 
ments say that if men could master the secret 
of the cat they also would be able to alight 
upon their feet when falling. Ihere is no 
reason why our muscles should pot be ag 
effective as those of the cat. Many of us have 
seen men dive headforemost from a trapeze, 
turn somersaults in the air, and land feet 
first in safety. Others vault over the backs 
of horses, whifling round in midair as they 
go, yet dropping safely upon their feet. 

The secret seems to be the quick working of 
the mind; at any rate, the scientists tell us 
that the ordinary man would have power to” 
do as the cat does if he made up his mind 
quickly enough; but it would need such a great 
fall to give him time to bring his mind to 
bear on what to do that, no matter how he 
alighted, he would be killed. 

The ability of the cat to alight feet first de- 
pends, of course, upon the healthy condition of 
its balancing sense. -This sense is governed 
by six little fluid bearing canals, three in 
each ear, which enables us to balance our- 
selves as if they were so many little thinking 
spirit levels. Now, if they played any. special 
part in the wonderful feat of the cat we should 
expect to find these balancing canals very high- 
ly developed. But they are not. They do not 
appear to be so perfect in the gat as in man, 
and neither man nor cat has them so beautiful- 
ly organized as has the bird. If the sense of 
balance in a cat is injured the cat will fall as 
clumsily as a cow. But, on the other hand, we 
cannot say that there is any particular quality 
in the cat’s balancing sense alone to account 
for its exceptional proficiency. The power 
seems to arise from ages and ages of need to 
exercise this special art. Certain frogs; squir- 
rels, lemurs, and lizards fly in a sense, be- 
cause for a long time they have practiced 
leaping from tree to tree and from trees to 
the ground. They were exactly like other frogs, 
squirrels, and lemurs, and lizards when they 
began. Wise Nature has enabled the cat to 
make better use of its balancing powers in a 
particular direction than we have, but only. 
in one direction, We have learned to balance 
ourselves in an upright position when walking 
and running, and not even the clever cat can do 
that. i
